A "Bee' Reporter Watches Poverty's
Victims Apply for Relief—Mra.
Lipps Threatens a Scene—A
Young Woman's Plight.

Donglns County's Charity Room.
Poverty Is on the increase in Omaha.
There is nothing remarkable in that, Itis

& natural sequence of growth in  other
directions,

Four years ago, before Douglas county of-
fleinls had moved from the old ram-shackle
apd weather-beaten building on the corner
of Sixteenth and Farnam strects, that did
duty as o court house, Into the more com-
modious and modern structure on the hitl,
Ike Plerce, then superintendent of poor, had
a comparatively casy time of it. Once or
twice a week he would sit in front of the old
building, sometimes using a chair, but more
often vesting his weury boues on the yard
bydrant, and issue orders for groceries, mod-
iclmes or fuel to needy applicants for relief,
An hour or two might be consumed in the
work., In the winter he would change his
post, and transact his business anywhere
within tho old building toat  best suited his
purpose on the particulur doy,

Thmgs have changed sinee then,

The old court-house has been wiped out of
existence, and a stately oMce building marks
the spot.  lke Plerce has been succeeded by
John Mahoney as county agent, Omahia has
twice us many people us then, and Omaha's
putiper povitlation has gquadrupled.  Instead
of dealing with a fow dozen o week us then,
the prosont county wgent furnishies reliefl to
upwards of three hundred families,

There is nothing remurkable about it
Some have grown rich, and the natural law
is that poverty will incrcase as the popula-
ton ineronsces,

A Buek roporter spent two days of last
weok—Thursday and Friday—in the county
apent’s room, and watched the applicants for
relef us they came and went, Down in the
basetnent, in the southwest corner of the
building, Mr. Mauahoney and his nssistant,
Frank Zimmer, houl duily levees. In the
main voom is o large bin, divided (nto four
compartments, ooe filled with tlour, wnother
with beans, unother with coffee, and the last
with tea.

A State Printing Job,

Los AN eLes, Jan H.—[Special Cor-
respondence of e BERE, ]—At the sos-
sion of 1585, the legislature of Califor-
nin pussed a law that the state should
compile, publish and sall its own  text-
books. The first acy provided for three
readers, one speller; one avithmetic,one
grammar, one United States history and
one geography. Two years later ele-
mentiery works on aritlhinetic, grammare
und geography und a book on physiology
and hymiene were added o0 the list,
These are compiled under the direction
of the state of cduention, who
were authorized to employ competent
persons for the purpose asd to fix the
remunerntion of the compilers. It was
nlso provided in the law, that if any
individunl suw lit to donate o text-hook
with a copyright, and the exclusive
privilege of ‘sale to the state, that the
board might aecept the gift. The de-
signs for euts and engravings are all
prepaved under the divection of the
state board and the printing is all done
atl the state capital under the supervis-
ion of the stute printer. Copyrights
are obtained by the board and the siate
system is forced upon all districts willy
nillv,

The first approprintion was £20,000
for compilation and #1300 for the
purchase of materinl and pay of em-
ployes, In 1857 the legisluture appro-
vpinted 810,000 for a warehouse in
whien to store the books: 837,500 to moel
the aetieiency of the lust npproprintion;
#15.000 for compiling the additionnl
series nna 8165,000 for muawerinl, wages
and other expenses of pablishing, muk-
ing a grand total I.J approprintions
to date of £467.50) for thum-zt me,

The books are furnished o the schopl
districts through the eounty superin-
tendents mainly, and the county boards
of supervisors ure compelled o provide
the superintendent with a revolving
fund to be used in senducting the
school book trade. The:comnty super-
intendents, prineipals of normnal schools
and secretaries or clerks .of school dis-
tricts order theirv booke through the
state superintendent of public instroe-
tion. The prices ol books are tixed by
the state board, and the cash must
accompnry each order. The state
board of education undertake to fur-
nish the books to pupils mt the cost
price in Sacramento. A murgin s
nllowed dealers about equal to the cost
of mailing the books, il mailed direct
to individunls, A dealer desiring to
handle the bovks forwurds an atlidavit
as follows:

“In consideration of receiving for
sale, upon the inclosed, or upon any
future order, the series of school text
books, or any part thereof, published
by the state of California, I hereby
agree that [ will not sell to any person
or persons for the purpose of being sold
again, or Lo any person or parsons be-
«ond the limits of the state of Cali-
